First and foremost, the appellant is cordially thanked for the '(Amended) Brief on Appeal Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 41.37* filed 1 December 
2006. However, at least one seemingly non-compliant issue has been discovered in the aforementioned response, requiring attention 
before examination may continue. 

37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1)(iii) requires the 'Status of claims' section of the brief must contain, "A statement of the status of all the claims in the 
proceeding (e.g., rejected, allowed or confirmed, withdrawn, objected to, canceled) and an identification of those claims that are being 
appealed." 

MPEP 1205.02 further explains the 'Status of claims' section of the brief must contain, "A statement of the status of all the claims in the 
application, or patent under reexamination, I.e., for each claim in the case, appellant must state whether it is cancelled, allowed or 
confirmed, rejected, withdrawn, objected to, etc. Each claim on appeal must be identified."
